UKRAINE'S recent coun- 
ter-attack will not change 
Russia’s plans, Vladimir 
Putin has vowed. 

Ukrainian forces say 
they captured over 8,000sq 
km in six days in the north- 
eastern Kharkiv region. 

In his first public com- 
ments about the situation, 
the Russian president said 
he was not in a hurry, and 
the offensive in Ukraine's 
Donbas region is on track.

Russia had so far not 
deployed all of its forces. 

Mad Vlad said after a 
summit in Uzbekistan:

They’re moving for- 
ward - not at a very fast 
pace - but they are gradu- 
ally taking more and more 
territory. 

“We have been rather 
self-restrained in our 
response to it for now.

REVERSIBLE: Vaccine 


Men to get 
jab instead 
of the snip 


A MALE contraceptive jab 
that lasts a decade and 
prevents HIV could be 
available within a year. 

The vaccine, which is 
said to be “less painful and 
also reversible’, is set to 
replace the vasectomy and 
could be offered within 
months. 

Final trials of the jab, 
named Risug, are under 
way now and researchers 
at the Indian Institute of 
Technology say it should 
be ready by the start of the 
new year. 

The jab is a non-hormo- 
nal reversible polymer gel 
and can be used as a 
replacement for a vasecto- 
my, when surgeons cut the 
sperm duct. 

A local anaesthetic is 
applied to the scrotum at 
the injection site first. It is 
then injected into one 
sperm duct and then 
repeated for the other one. 

Once in there, the gel 
sticks to the inner walls of 
the sperm ducts and dam- 
ages the sperm that passes 
through, so they aren’t able 
to reach and_ fertilise 
an egg.

BUNGLING prison guards 
who let lags escape because 
they are not properly res- 
trained are having lessons in 
how to cuff criminals. 

The number of offenders who 
have done a runner from prison 
escort services has increased by 
45% in the past year, according to 
Government documents. 

In the 12 months from March 
2021 there were 12 escapes, 11 of 
which occurred from contractor 
escorts and one from an HMPPS 
escort. That is an increase from five 
the previous year. 

Prison escorts are used to trans- 
port lags to a variety of locations 
including courts, hospitals and 
other jails. 

The document said 77% of esc- 
apes were down to “poor practice’ 

Astaggering 62% of lags fled due 
to “breached restraints’, including 
loose cuffs, inadequate supervi- 
sion and failure to carry out proper 
searches. 

The findings have prompted the 
Ministry of Justice to issue a 51- 
page teaching booklet. 

It advises: “Handcuffs must be 
correctly applied and only rem- 

oved if acting within the risk 

assessment or through appropri- 
ate authority” 

It also says: “Escort staff must 
regularly (at least hourly) physi- 
cally check that the prisoner's 
restraints are properly applied, 
remain intact and are not tam- 
pered with.” 

Under the heading “Escape 
From Escort - What To Do” it 
advises: “If a prisoner escapes, at 
least one of the escorting staff 
must pursue the prisoner and try 
to recapture him/her.” 

Another handy tip urges the 
guards to “shout for assistance” ifa 
criminal escapes.

It 
is such a wonderful sight to 
see animals again. 

“You breathe the clean air 


as you exit the transport, 
there are friendly staff to 
meet you with a smile, they 
are warm and welcoming.” 
There are “no locked 
doors and no bars on the 
windows” in rooms. 
Prisoners can train as 
baristas or even take jobs in 
local supermarkets. 
Former lags there include

Delicacy from 
ancient times 


A flash of dazzling white is the most you can 
expect from seeing a northern wheatear on 
the wing. 

Such encounters invariably end with the 
bird vanishing across a fallow field or over a 
grassy hillside, its striking tail markings 
seared into the mind's eye. 

These glaring features give rise to the 
wheatear’s ancient and rather earthy name 
- one which has no association with growing 
cereal crops. 

Early Anglo-Saxon settlers dubbed the 
birds ‘white arses’, combining the Old 
English words for white (whit) and backside 
(aers) as a nod to the pristine rump they 
flare to distract predators when taking flight. 

September is the optimum time to find 
wheatears in open country or on coastal 
headlands as British-bred birds and 
wanderers from as far as Greenland and 

Canada head towards 
wintering grounds in 
ba Africa. Some birds 
Wh cover more than 7,000 
eatears miles in autumn and 
were once have to perform epic, 
non-stop flights across 
the Atlantic. 

Taking a breather 
was often a death 
sentence in previous 
times, when wheatear 
flesh was hailed as the “most delicious taste 
for a creature of one mouthful”, according 
to the 17th century writer Daniel Defoe. 

Trapping wheatears for fancy hotels and 
eateries became a lucrative trade and 
thousands of birds were slaughtered and 
sold for a few pence each. 

Fortunately, the practice is illegal today 
but the plight of the wheatear continues. 
The decrease in rabbit numbers has had the 
knock-on effect of reducing the burrow-rich, 
grassy swards where the birds once bred 
across large parts of the country. 

Hence, most birder encounters are with 
individuals too driven by the migratory 
imperative to stop and pose. Unless you are 
very lucky.

Here's another film that may sound a little familiar. Over 
six years after we lost David Bowie, we have yet another 
rockumentary about the pop icon. 

But Brett Morgen (director of the great 2015 Kurt 
Cobain film) has something his predecessors craved - 
unfettered access to Bowie's extensive back catalogue. 

This engrossing and wildly inventive film smashes the 
template of the music documentary from the beginning 
by opening with a lesser-known song from the later 
period of his career - Hallo Spaceboy, a great track from 
1995 album Outside. 

The next 140 minutes are a full-on assault on the 
senses as Morgen weaves candid home movies with 
little-seen concert performances and clips taken from 
films, some that Bowie acted in and others that 
influenced his career. 

Other documentaries have made much of the various 
reinventions that marked his career, but Morgen's 
loosely chronological musical collage serves to give us a 
sense of continuity. 

As Mavis Nicholson points out in a perceptive 
interview, Bowie used himself as a painter uses a canvas. 
And, to Morgen, Ziggy Stardust and The Thin White Duke 
are two sides of the same coin. 

While we hear plenty from Bowie, his voice culled from 
various interviews, we don't have the usual chats with 
friends or family members. This is a film that 
concentrates more on the art than the personal life of 
the artist. 

Slick editing links live footage of the major tours, 
taking us from early 70s Ziggy Stardust performances, 
to 1974's Diamond Dogs tour, to thrilling live takes of 
later hits such as Heroes and Let's Dance. 

Morgen also focuses on Bowie's devoted fans and 
explores the cultural importance of his gender-fluid 
image. “You don't have to be bent to wear make-up,” 
says one gruff-sounding young devotee. In the early 
1970s, this sounded dangerously progressive. 

Not all of Bowie's greatest hits make the cut but 
Morgen finds room for a long sequence cut to DJ, a 
thumping dance track from 1979. 

It sounds like it was recorded last week.

For much of the time, Mersea just seems 
like part of the mainland, but this is 
officially the UK’s most easterly 
inhabited island, and its 7,000 
“jslanders’” are proud of their status. 

Certainly the main village has a 
peaceful, communal atmosphere, with 
great views out across the saltmarshes 
to the Blackwater Estuary, and a skirt of 
houseboats reached along rackety 
boardwalks. This was once a fishing 
community, and many of its visitors 
come here for its celebrated Oyster Bar, 
a plain and simple cafe and takeaway 
where all kinds of seafood is served for a 
very reasonable price. 

The island's access road, the Strood, 
runs through a section of marsh and 
rushes, with warning signs alerting 
drivers to the possibility of water ahead. 

In fact the road is rarely covered for 
longer than an hour, depending on 
whether it’s a spring tide or the wind 
is strong.

on his mental health battles 


MARK SELBY’S dark days 
are behind him. Or so he 
hopes. 

The four-time world snooker 
champ shocked the sport when 
he announced issues with his 
mental health earlier this year. 

It was something of a paradox 
when he did. 

On the baize Selby, 39, is 
viewed as uncompromising and 
tough in a sport where every 
shot carries pressure. 

But the mask didn’t just slip 
in January when he announced, 
via social media, that he was “not 
in a good place” - it shattered on 
the floor into 1,000 pieces. 

Scrape away the surface from 
this successful sportsman and 
Selby’s is a tale of heartache, 
triumphing against the odds in 
an unforgiving arena. 

But it’s also one that could so 
easily have ended in tragedy. 

Now, following six months of 
treatment, he is on the mend. 

Selby said: “From where I was 
a few months ago, it’s like night

and day. I’ve been speaking to a 
psychiatrist for six months and 
his message was, ‘Mental health 
issues don’t go away, you just 
learn to deal with it far better’ 

“When I spoke out I wasn’t 
dealing with it well. In fact, I 
wasn’t dealing with any of it. 

“When I’m at the snooker 
table I’m in control. I know how 
to handle my emotions. 

“Away from it I was anything 
but that. I thought it would blow 
over. It didn’t - it just got worse. 

“I was going through the 
motions, being beaten but 
not feeling anything. I wasn’t 


bothered. That's when I knew I 
was in trouble.’ 

Selby’s backstory perhaps 
partly explains the suffering, His 
mum left home when he was 
eight years old. His dad died of 
cancer when he was 16. 

That was tough, and the 
up-and-coming snooker star 
barely coped. 

He said: “I grieved for about 
six months or a year when I lost 
my dad to cancer when I was 16. 
I didn’t have a great relationship 
with my mum. 

“I felt | couldn’t go back into 
the house, knowing my dad 
wasn’t there any more. 

“So I moved in with a friend. 
But for about six months to one 
year afterwards I wasn’t playing 
any more. I wasn’t practising. 


I thought, ‘I'll take these 
tablets, fall asleep and 
_that will be it" 


I didn’t want to compete in 
tournaments. 

“T wanted to curl up into a ball 
and hope that everything would 
go away. To the point where, at 
one stage, I did try to end my life 
a couple of times. 

“My friend caught me once 
having taken an overdose. I 
thought, ‘I'll take these tablets, 
fall asleep and that will be it! 

“I was found. I went to the 
hospital, they brought me round 
and pumped my stomach.” 

Selby will line up at the British 
Masters looking to prove a point. 

He said: “I didn’t do it for 
people to rally around me and 
put their arms around me and 
say, ‘Everything is going to be 
fine’ 

“It’s great that they have but 
my way of trying to help myself 
was by speaking out. And I feel 
like it has. 

“It will never go away, it will 
always be there somewhere. I 
feel as though I have it under 
control - for now, at least.”

The Manchester City 
boss spoke out after the

win at Wolves. 

Grealish stabbed home 
Kevin De Bruyne's cross 
from close range inside the 
opening minute. 

Erling Haaland added a 
second just after the 
quarter-hour before Wolves 
defender Nathan Collins 
was dismissed for a crude 
waist-high lunge on 
Grealish. 

The former Aston Villa 
man battled on after being 
poleaxed.

400g round shallots, peeled | 

2 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 9 *\ 
Salt and pepper, to taste —~\ 


For the butter bean purée 
4 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
1 garlic clove, crushed 

2 tins of butter beans, 
drained and rinsed 

100ml vegetable stock 
Zest and juice of 1 lemon 


For the salsa verde 

1 clove of garlic, peeled 
25g parsley 

25g basil 

25g mint 

1 tsp capers 

3 gherkins 

1 tbsp Dijon mustard 

3 tbsp red wine vinegar 
8 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
Salt and pepper, to taste 


160°C fan/gas mark 4. Toss 
most of the peeled shallots 
(reserving a couple for the 
bean purée) with the oil and ? % 
seasoning in a baking tray, 
then place in the oven and 
cook for 25-30 minutes, 
until soft and golden. 

@ Finely chop the remaining 
shallots. Heat 4 tbsp extra 
virgin olive oil in a medium

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How could Connie Dabate be walking 
around if she was already dead? 


hile most people 

who knew them 

would have 

admitted that 

u Connie and 

Richard Dabate had very different 
characters, they nevertheless 
seemed to be a happy couple. They 
had been married for 12 years and 
lived in a colonial-style home in 
upmarket Ellington, Connecticut, 
with their sons, aged six and nine. 

Connie, 39, worked as a 
pharmaceutical sales representative, 
while Dabate, who was a computer 
network administrator, was known 
for his offbeat humour. Connie 
was described as being kind, with 
a “sunshine” personality. 

The pair were comfortably off 
and their home had an alarm 
connected to the law enforcement 
authorities. Two days before 
Christmas in 2015 the alarm 
sounded and police rushed to 
the house where they found 
Dabate with knife wounds, 
bound to a folding metal 
chair and lying on the

kitchen floor. An arm and one leg 
were tied to the chair, from which, 
it seemed, he’d managed to 
partially free himself. 

Minutes later, Connie was 
discovered in the basement. 

She’d been shot in the head and 
abdomen. At first, the scene 
appeared to have been a burglary 
that had gone wrong. The couple’s 
two sons were safe at school — but 
their mother was dead. 

A shaken Dabate told officers 
that he’d dropped his sons off at 
school before heading to work. But 
realising he’d forgotten his laptop, 
he turned back. As he drove back, 
he noticed the house alarm had 
been triggered at about 9am, at 
which time Connie was at a gym 
class. On entering the property he 
heard a noise, which he assumed 

was the cat. Going 
upstairs, though, he 
found an intruder 
in the bedroom. 
Dabate said 
the 6ft 2in 
masked man, 
who was 
wearing 
camouflage, 
sounded like 
actor Vin Diesel. 
He claimed the 
intruder threatened 
him with a knife and 
demanded the PINs for his 
bank cards. The man then 
zip-tied Dabate to the chair 
and slashed at him with 
a box-cutter knife to force 
him to reveal the numbers. 

In the meantime, Connie 
returned home and Dabate 
said he called out a 
warning, but she was 
chased into the basement 
by the intruder, who shot 
her dead with one of her 
husband’s guns. Later, 
Dabate would tell her 
family he believed she 
had been running to the 
place he kept his guns.

As the intruder fled, Dabate 
managed to press the alarm’s panic 
button, calling 911. Concerned that 
an armed attacker was on the loose, 
a police dog was put on the 
intruder’s trail but failed to pick 
up the scent. However, it did 
follow Dabate to the 
ambulance, where he 
was being treated for 
“superficial” wounds. 

Nothing had 
been stolen, 

Dabate’s wallet 

was untouched and 
there were no signs 

of a struggle. And 
evidence from his 
mobile phone showed 

he hadn’t headed to 
work that morning as 
he’d claimed. Police soon 
realised his story didn’t 
hold up and a full investigation 
was launched. 

Over the following months, 
his lies started to unravel. Police 
discovered Dabate had been having 


an affair with a friend of many 
years. The woman was pregnant 
and, eight weeks after Connie’s 
murder, she gave birth to his baby. 


When asked about his mistress, 
Dabate insisted that 
Connie knew about the 
affair and that while 
it had caused some 
problems, they 
would work 
through them. 
He also told 
investigators that 
Connie wasn’t able 
to have another 
baby, so they were 
planning on co- 
parenting the child 
together. Later, however, 
he admitted Connie hadn’t known 
about his other relationship. 

On being questioned, his mistress 
said Dabate had told her he was 
getting a divorce and they would 
be together. He had texted her

the day before Connie’s death, 
saying, “I’ll see you tomorrow my 
little love nugget.” 

Most damning of all was the 


evidence Connie had on her wrist. 


At the time of her death, she had 
been wearing an exercise activity 
tracker — and it contradicted 
Dabate’s version of events in 
what became known as the “Fitbit 
murder case”. 

He claimed Connie had been 
killed at about 9.05am — but she 


hadn’t returned home until 9.18am. 


In fact, her Fitbit showed that she 
had been calmly walking about 
at 9.27am and her last movement 
was at 10.05am. How could she 
have been moving around soon 
after 10am if she had been shot 
dead by then? 

The Fitbit showed that Connie 
had walked more than 1,200ft 
after arriving home, but the total 
distance from her car to the 


basement was no more than 125ft. 


The distances — and the timeline 
— simply didn’t add up. 
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It would take until April 2017 
for Dabate to be arrested and 
charged with murder, tampering 
with evidence and making a false 
statement to police. He posted 
a $1 million bail and was able 
to live freely at home until his 
trial this year. 

During the five-week hearing 
at Rockville Superior Court, the 
prosecution argued that Dabate 


had staged a home invasion 
because his life was about to 
unravel over his pregnant mistress. 
“It was a cold, methodical plan 

to avoid the consequences of his 
infidelity,” they said. 

There were no signs of a break-in 
and nothing had been stolen. The 
intruder had apparently tortured 
Dabate and killed Connie - then 
walked away with nothing.

The prosecution also revealed 
that at the time Dabate claimed he 
was being attacked, he was actually 
browsing the internet at home, 
including looking up the time his 
wife would return from her spin 
class. He had emailed his work 
supervisor at 9.04am from the 
house computer, saying his house 
alarm had sounded and he’d gone 
back to check it. 

While experts for the prosecution 
insisted the Fitbit evidence 
was enough to prove Connie’s 
movements, the defence argued 
the technology wasn’t 100% 
accurate and pointed to the fact 
that unidentified DNA had been 
found in the Dabate home. 


More than 100 witnesses and 

600 pieces of evidence were 
presented during the trial and in 
May Dabate was found guilty of 
first-degree murder, tampering 
with evidence and providing a false 
statement. He was handcuffed and 
led into custody. 

At his sentencing last month, 
the now-46-year-old maintained 
his innocence and insisted his wife 
had been killed by an unknown 
person. “I will never stop fighting 
for justice for my wife, Connie, 
who I think about every single 
day,” said Dabate, who plans 
to appeal against his sentence 
of 65 years in prison without the 
chance of parole. 

Her heartbroken family described 
Connie as generous and caring 
and said her death had left her 
sons traumatised. They also 
criticised Dabate for taking her 
money while he was on bail, 
leaving nothing for the boys. 

Outside the court, her family 
said that while sentencing had 
given them closure, it wouldn’t 
bring Connie back. 

The judge described the killing 
as brutal and calculated and said 
that after listening to stories from 
her loved ones, she believed “the 
world is truly a lesser place without 
Connie in it”. 

And her Fitbit was evidence 
that the devoted mum was a dead 
woman walking.
